For many years cases origi- 
nating south of Washington ave- 
nue from the river to Union 
boulevard and south of Delmar 
boulevard west to the city limits 
have been assigned to City Court 
No. 1 and cases originating 
north of Washington and Delmar 
were assigned to City Court 
No, 2. 

The proposal to eliminate the 
boundary and assign cases alter- 
nately to the two courts in order 
of filing grew out of a conference 
in the Mayor’s office yesterday 
on housing and sanitation law 
enforcement, attended by the 
city court judges and other city 
officials. 

Tucker said the new arrange- 
ment would ‘“‘provide greater 
flexibility in the handling of 
cases,” particularly in the en- 
forcemeat of ordinances govern- 
ing housing, zoning and sani- 
tation. 

Improvement Drive. 

“This administration has a 
good record in the fields of hous- 
ing, urban renewal and rehabili- 
tation and we want to make 
constant efforts to improve that 
record,” the Mayor said.

REVIEW DENIED 


Supreme Court Reaf- 
firms Decision Estab- 
lishing Standards for 
Computation. 
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By a Special Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. * 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec, 13— 
-A review of the $6,478,000 rate 
increase granted to Union Elec- 
tric Co. of St. Louis in July 1959 
was denied yesterday by the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 

J. Raymond Dyer, St. Louis 
attorney and a company stock- 
holder, and his daughter, Nancy, 
had appealed to the high court 
from Circuit Court Judge Cam C. 
Blair of Cole county, who also 
had upheld the Missouri Public 
Service Commission order grant- 
ing the increase. 

In its decision the Supreme 
Court reaffirmed a previous de- 
cision which established stand 
ards for the Public Service Com- 
mission in figuring rate bases | 
for public utilities. | 

In that case, involving the 
Missouri Water Co., the court 
said the base should be neither 
the original cost of a utility nor | 
reproduction cost less deprecia- 
ion, but somewhere between | 
those amounts so as to take 
|changing values into considera- 
| tion. 

The Dyers had asked the 
court to set that doctrine aside. 
The court said: ‘‘We consider | 
| it to be a clear, logical and just | 
decision and have no disposition | 
| to depart from it.” 

In another case, one of many | 
lawsuits involving the $30,000,- 
000 estate of Mrs. Sophia Franz, | 
who died in 1930, the Supreme. 
Court upheld a St. Louis circuit | 
court decision ordering the Se- 
curity-Mutual Trust Co. to pay 
into the court registry $97,500 
from the estate pending the end 
of other fitigation.

Missourians are spending 
about $330,000,000 a year in state 
and local funds to support their 
elementary and secondary 
schools, universities and col- 
leges.

There are 838,726 
rolled in the 
schools at present, about 
more than the year. 
Attendance is expected to reach 
1,000,000 before 1970. 

DESPITE EXTENSIVE build- 
ing programs by school districts 
throughout the state, many class- 
rooms are still bulging beyond 
proper limits.

The schools are unable to find 


all the qualified teachers they 
need. Missouri universities and 
colleges, both public and private, 
are turning out enough grad- 
uates in education to staff the 
schools, but many of them are 
Jeaving Missouri to accept bet- 
ter paying teaching jobs 
other states. The average teach- 
er’s salary in Missouri is about 
$4800, or $589 than the 
national average. 

The Missouri Teachers Asso- 
ciation has compiled figures 
showing that Missouri ranks 
eighteenth among the states in 
per capita income, and six- 
teenth in income per pupil. Yet 
the state ranks forty-sixth in 
the percentage of income used 
for educational purposes. 

Missouri spent $277,500,000 
for support of its public elemen- 
tary and high schools in the 
1959-60 school year. The bulk of 
the money, $178,000,000, was 
raised locally, primarily through 
property taxes. The state con- 
tributed $86,000,000 and the Fed- 
eral Government 
chiefly for the lunchroom pro- 
gram. 

Most educators, legislators and 
state officials have taken the 
view that local school taxes on 
property have reached the satur- 
ation point, and that increased 
funds needed to finance the 
schools must be furnished by 
the state. 

THIS WILL BE a big issue in 
the new Seventy-first Legisla- 
ture convening Jan. 4. If the 
Assembly decides to appropriate 
more funds for school aid, as is 
being demanded, it also will 
have the job of finding the neces- 
gary additional revenue. 

The State Department of Edu- 
cation has submitted a request 
for $73,420,000 in 
school aid for the next two years. 
This is the amount it says will 
be required to finance in full 
the allotments specified under 
the school foundation law. 

The foundation law, as revised 
by the 1959 Legislature, sets up 
a complicated formula under 
which state aid. is allocated to 
Missouri’s 2240 public school dis- 
tricts. It seeks to guarantee to 
each district at least $232 a year 
per pupil for operations. The old 
formula fixed the guarantee at 
$185. 

Part of the state aid is dis- 
tributed on an equalization basis 
to help poorer school districts 
having low assessments. Other 
funds are distributed on a flat 
grant basis, amounting to $75 a 
pupil under the old formula and 
$102 under the new.

A Fireman Speaks 


As a city firefighter I like my 
job, I’m proud of it, but I think I’m 
underpaid, 


It was reported in the paper re- 
cently that a family of five needs 
about $6200 a year to live adequate- 
ly. I have a family of five and as 
a top-paid fireman I make about 
$5500 a year, which I received after 
four years of service. 


From this amount I must pay 
about $600 a year for retirement, 
union, relief and house dues. This 
leaves me around $4900 to support 
my family and to buy about $300 
worth of uniforms and firefighting 
clothes which I must maintain at 
my expense, (Please note this is 
not furnished by the city.) In ad- 
dition to all this I pay $130 annually 
for hospitalization, which I think is 
necessary on my job. 


For the amount of money I have 
left I put in 65 hours a week or 
more in the servicé of the Fire 
Department. These services in- 
clude not only fighting fires but 
cleaning the engine house and 
equipment, standing watch six 
hours a day, making inspections, 
giving school talks, participating in 
training classes, serving at public 
gatherings to prevent fires, etc. 
Some of these things are done on 
my day off. 

Firefighters are appointed from 
an eligible list formed through com- 
petitive examination which means 
an applicant must be fairly intelli- 
gent to qualify. It’s hard to get 
enough applicants to form an eligi- 
ble list because young men can’t 
ai. — to take a lower-paying job 
than they can get in private busi- 
ness. Good firemen quit almost 
daily to take better-paying jobs. 

The St. Louis Fire Department 
has a reputation to be proud of. 
As a fireman I know the caliber of 
the men I work with. 

I want my wife and children pro- 
tected by the best and, in order to 
insure this, salaries which will at- 
tract good men must be paid.

President-elect Kennedy has solved his 
thorniest organizational problem by naming 
Dean Rusk as Secretary of State, Chester 
Bowles as Undersecretary and Adlai Steven- 
son as Ambassador to the United Nations. 
These three form the nucleus of a team in 
which Mr. Kennedy—and the country—can 
have the greatest confidence. 


Since 1952 Mr. Rusk has been president 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, a position that 
has given him a wide knowledge of the under- 
developed countries. He has served as Assist- 
ant Secretary of State for Far Eastern Affairs, 
and in other State Department posts. In 1950, 
when Mr. Rusk had just completed an assign- 
ment as State Department policy co-ordina- 
tor, a Post-Dispatch Washington Correspond- 
ent wrote of him: 

“He is a hard-driving worker and has a 
first-class mind. He has a creative, imagina- 
tive intelligence, and a notable gift for de- 
vising ways out of blind alleys in policy 
discussions and negotiations.” 

In short, Mr. Rusk is an able diplomat who 
might have risen a good deal farther in the 
State Department had not President Eisen- 
hower brought a new administration to Wash- 
ington in 1952. But that does not answer the 
question that will occur to many: Why Mr. 
Rusk? Is there not something amiss when 
Mr. Rusk, a man little known to the public, 
is given the Cabinet post and Messrs. Steven- 
son and Bowles are offered lesser jobs? 

ad . * 

Not necessarily. Mr. Kennedy, who has 
served in both Senate and House, knows the 
crucial importance of Congressional and pop- 
ular support for a Secretary of State. Without 
such support a Secretary cannot be effective; 
indeed, he can be made impotent. Unques- 
tionably the incredible ae of the elec- 
tion was a motivating factor in the choice of 
Mr. Rusk, who, though a Democrat, has no 
strong partisan tinge. 

The same cannot be said of Messrs. Steven- 
son and Bowles. Both are partisan Democrats. 
And though supporters of Mr. Stevenson 
may contend -he is the best-qualified man for 
Secretary of State, and though supporters of 
Mr. Bowles may insist he is next-best (or 
best), nevertheless the choice was one that 
had to be based on a whole complex of fac- 
tors, some of which may not even be ap- 
parent. 

It may seem irrelevant, for example, that 
Mr. Rusk was born in Georgia; but that fact 
will not hurt him with the powerful Southern 
bloc. Nor will his background—so much in 


contrast to that of Kennedy, Stevenson and. 


Bowles—damage him in those areas where 
there has been a traditional mistrust of di- 
plomacy and its practitioners. Mr. Rusk’s 
father was a Presbyterian preacher who sup- 
plemented a $50 a month stipend with farm 
work and who later became a letter carrier. 
Mr. Rusk started to make his own way in the 
world at the age of eight (delivering gro- 
ceries); he became a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa, a Rhodes Scholar and a college profes- 
sor. He is a poor boy who made good. 
. * - 


Regardless of the separate considerations 
involving Mr. Rusk, however, his appoint- 
ment should be viewed in combination with 
the others. Because Mr. Stevenson is far bet- 
ter known throughout the world than Mr. 
Rusk the prestige of his ambassadorship to 
the U.N. will be enhanced. And Mr. Bowles, 
because of his wide experience as an appointee 
of both President Roosevelt and President 
Truman; his elective experience as Governor 
of Connecticut and Representative from that 
state; and his diplomatic experience as Am- 
bassador to India, should bring much strength 
to the State Department. 

In arriving at the choice of Mr. Rusk, Mr. 
Kennedy also passed over another possibility 
for Secretary of State—Chairman Fulbright 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
This retains Mr. Fulbright in a key position. 
With his help and advice, and that of Rusk, 
Stevenson and Bowles, along with the contri- 
bution expected to be made by Gov. Williams 
of Michigan as Assistant Secretary of State 
for African Affairs, Mr. Kennedy should be 
able to formulate and make effective the new 


policies so badly needed by the United States 
and the West. 


Two Strong Decisions 


The Supreme Court has delivered two im- 
portant new statements on the rights of 
states and citizens. First, it quickly upheld a 
lower court’s recent rejection of “interposi- 
tion” in Louisiana. Louisiana resurrected 
this dead doctrine to, try to interpose its 
sovereignty against federal. court orders to 
integrate New Orleans schools, but the doc- 
trine never held life. It is a Southern dream 
of state power which, if put into practice, 
would become a nightmare of anarchy. 

In a second case the Supreme Court struck 
down a 1956 Arkansas law requiring public 
school teachers to list annually all organiza- 
tions to which they had belonged or con- 
tributed for five years. Aside from threaten- 
ing teachers who had already supported 
integration groups, this law implied coercion 
of teachers against such associations in the 
future. The court held the law far too broad 
to be justified as a legitimate measure of a 
teacher’s fitness. 

Justice Potter Stewart delivered the 5-4 de-

Call for Private Enterprise 


Growth may be healthy, but it is con- 
tagious just the same. That is why the many 
renovations now under way in St. Louis can 
be expected to work more transformations in 
the city than are on the blueprints.

As this urban redevelopment goes on apace 
it becomes increasingly important to make 
sure that architectural features of the new 
structurés are sound and stimulating, rather 
than commonplace. In this respect it was 
wise on the part of the City Plan Commission 
to ask the Board of Aldermen to include a 
provision in the ordinance approving the pro- 
posed 31-block stadium development to in- 
sist that the designs of the various buildings 
included in the project be submitted for later 
approval. The commission acknowledged 
the difficulty of presenting plans for build- 
ings along Third Street before the develop- 
ers knew the needs of potential tenants; but 
it wanted to be sure that approval of tenta- 
tive suggestions of such structures would not 
be considered as approval of final plans. 


While the commission is authorized to re- 
quire the submission of further statements 
and exhibits it deems relevant to the prelim- 
inary plans of a project, there may be a ques- 
tion whether this adequately covers this situ- 
ation. Instead of regarding the basic ordi- 
nance as adequate, it would be well to clarify 
its requirements as well as making the re- 
quested proviso in connection only with the 
stadium development. Also covered should 
be new building in the vicinity of major de- 
velopmentsfor example, the Wittcoff pro- 
posal for a 20-story office structure near the 
riverfront, plans for which have been sub- 
mitted to the commission. 


The most welcome changes are those of a 
purely private nature—such as the apart- 
ment buildings facing Forest Park along 
Kingshighway. They represent venture cap- 
ital true to its function. In the end, the city 
will be restored by scores and scores of indi- 
vidual projects rather than by subsidized re- 
building. Every owner of deteriorating prop- 
erty faces a challenge, a challenge easy to 
accept since it is shortsighted indeed to be- 
lieve that money can be saved by letting 
things run down. 


Hope With Reservations 


Gen. De Gaulle’s tour of Algeria seems to 
be ending in frustration rather than frater- 
nity. The demonstrations of French Algerians 
against his peace proposal have degenerated 
into deadly European-Moslem clashes which 
left the President of the Fifth Republic no al- 
ternhative—at least for the time being—other 
than cutting short his tour and telling army 
officers: “Gentlemen, I have confidence in 
you.” 

That confidence, however, seems no more 
adequate to the cauteérization of the North 
African running sore than the parliamentary 
efforts in the United Nations of representa- 
tives of the forfher French territories south 
of the Sahara. Ferhat Abbas, the once-pro- 
French head of the Algerian government in 
exile, has denounced De Gaulle’s proposal of 
a semi-autonomous Algeria as “a masquerade 
to which no Algerian worthy of the name 
would lend himself.” And so the green and 


white rebel banner is brandished again in the . 


casbahs of the cities which were supposed to 
be completely under French control. And 
discontent in France itself runs deep. 


De Gaulle certainly did not plan things 
this way. No doubt, he has been trying to 
“puy time” since the Algeriah insurrections 
—there really are two, the Moslem rising 
and the counter-rising of the French settlers 
—brought him to power. He obviously had 
implicit confidence in his appeals to a pecul- 
iarly French sort of reason and logic. But 
the passions €ngendered by a cruel form of 
warfare—and both sides have been cruel— 
seem to have left room for little else than 
a black-or-white resolution. 


Still, the headlines are made by the most 
violent partisans. It may be that the mass of 
Frenchmen and Algerians may vote for com- 
promise in De Gaulle’s plebiscite next month. 
Perhaps the extremists will accept such a 
verdict. About that, it is possible to have 
hopes as well as reservations. Surely the 
time has come for an end of the tragedy.

Liston testified after Frank 
(Blinky) Palermo, who has been 
named as one of a group shar- 
ing an under-the-table cut of 
Liston’s fight gurses, refused to 
answer questions about his asso- 
ciations in the prize fight busi- 
ness. He wouldn’t say whether 
he knows Liston. 

Kefauver said he would rec- 
ommend that Palermo be cited 
for contempt. after the witness 
repeatedly invoked the fifth 
amendment’s provision against 
possible self-incrimination.

on the Virginia coast.

Morrow asked Holzapfel yes- 
terday if he had anything to say 
in addition to his guilty plea. 

“I told you when I was here 
before I was willing to stand 
here and take the medicine,” 
Holzapfel said. ‘‘There is no way 
I can change what happened in 
the past.”’ 

Holzapfel referred to his ap- 
pearance for arraignment before 
Morrow about 10 days ago. The 
arraignment was put off then be- 
cause he had no lawyer. 

Two young court-appointed 
lawyers appeared with Holzapfel 
whose plea wrote finish to a 
major portion of the five-year-old 
Chillingworth case, a mystery 
until the Florida sheriff's bureau 
and Palm Beach county officers 
cracked it this year. 

Joseph A. Peel Jr., former 
municipal judge also charged 
with first degree murder in the 
case, has pleaded not guilty. 

Holzapfel confessed at length 
to the Chillingworth murders at 
his preliminary hearing Nov. 7. 
He told the court Peel hired him 
and a moonshiner, George 
(Baby) Lincoln, to kill the Chill- 
ingworths by dumping them 
chained into the Atlantic ocean. 

The murders took place the 
night of June 14, 1955, offshore 
from the Chillingworth home at 
Manalapan.

He Can Smile, but Not for Camera—He’s in Play at American 


» Hopes Old Films Will Make Comeback

BUSTER KEATON knelt on 
the floor, his right hand behind 
his back, palm up, cradling a 
cup and a saucer. Keaton’s 
hope was to do a sdémersault 
and hold the cup right-side-up 
during the round trip, as he did 
it in the silent movies 35 years 
ago. Keaton’s memory was spry 
and willing but the rest of him 
is 65 now and he was wheezing. 
The cup fell. 

“It’s Been so dag-gone long,” 
Keaton said. 

He picked up the cup and be- 
gan the somersault again, in 
slow-motion. The cup wobbled 
but stayed in place. Keaton got 
up, his professional pride re- 
covered. He was performing in 
his hotel room here, through 
courtesy. Somebody had asked 
him if he still could do the 
things that made him a million- 
aire, once. Keaton was answer- 
ing the question the hard way. 

A Post-Dispatch photographer, 
Floyd Bowser, asked, *‘Can you 
still throw a pie?” 

“I hold the distance record 
for piethrowing. A bullseye at 
27 feet,” Keaton said. “That 
long @ throw requirés a wind-up, 
it’s an artistic throw—the Ro- 
man throw.’ 

“Like & diseus-thrower?’”’ 

“Right. We had the pies made 
With a double-crust bottom for a 
good grip and we filled them 
with a mixture of flout and 
water, a paste. Real pié-filling 
won't stick on the face. We put 
blueberries. on top if we were 
going to hit a light-complexioned 
actor. We used whipped cream 
for dark-complectioned actors.” 

Keaton had the saucer in his 
hand as he spoke. He was turn- 
ing in half-circles, making a 
gently ing motion, discus- 
thrower style.

He is at the 
American Theater with the 
road company of “Once Upon 
a Mattress,” as de¢ent a little 
fairy tale of a musical as ever 
hid behind @ smirking title. 
He plays the King, struck 
dumb by a curse. The ad- 
vance publicity described the 
king as a man “with a twinkle 
in his eye” but that was a de- 
scription left over from the 
New York show company’s 
king. Keaton wouldn’t be king 
if he had to twinkle in public. 
He plays the king his style and 
the public likes it, the critics 
like it and Keaton likes it. 


He could have played the part 
straight and lovable, instead of 
comic-baleful and lovable and 
every audience would hold sev- 
eral generations that wouldn’t 
know he’d changed. A man has 
to remember when he could get 
in the neighborhood movie for 
a dime or 15 cents arid the only

In 1934, when sound was here 
to stay, a news service reported 
almost as briefly as possible that 
“Buster Keaton, stony-faced as 
usual,’’ appeared in the Los An- 
geles courthouse to declare his 
assets no longer could give his 
debts a contest. He listed assets 
of $12,000; debts of $303,832. 

Many people had such prob- 
lems then. Some quit; Keaton 
didn’t. He stayed in Hollywood, 
mostly. He staved in show busi- 
ness altogether. A dozen or so 
years ago he was doing a two-a- 
day, a comic duel, in a circus 
in Montmarte, and: that is pretty 
far from Hollywood but it drew 
crowds and applause and that 
satisfied Keaton. 

He has not lost confidence in 
himself, either in what he does 
how or in what he did 30 or 40 
years ago. He has plans to 
bring back Buster Keaton, silent- 
film comic, and at no discom- 
fort to his aging bones. 

“TI just got control of my own 
pictures, the old ones,” he said. 
“I’ve got 18 of the two-reel 
comedies and 10 feature length 
films. Some of them we had to 
take away from the art theaters. 

“I’m going to add a musical 
background, not a Gay Nineties 
tin piano but a full orchestra. 
No voices will be dubbed in. 
There'll be no sound except 
what the orchestra wants to do. 
We'll start releasing them in 
Europe in the spring and then 
we'll see what we can do here. 
I made a flying trip to Munich 
last July and they said they’re 
asking for my old pictures. They 
guaranteed I’d have 5000 the- 
aters.”” 

The “theys” and ‘‘we’s’’ were 
not defined but there was no 
mistaking Keaton for what he 
was. He was a man convinced 
his turn is coming around again.

‘I’m 
older professionally than—Mau- 
rice Chevalier—Francis X. Bush-*

“M-G-M has two very good 
pictures of mine,” he said, 
‘‘*The Cameraman’ and ‘Spite

I 
worked with Gable and the 
Marx Brothers, and most of the 
time with Red Skelton. He re- 
made two of my old pictures.” 


Keaton got up. He began to | 


describe a piece of action in- 
volving a straw, @ farmer at 
the circus, a camel-handler, 
and the camel and its back. He 
played the part of everything 
except the straw and he made 
that look real, too, pulling it out 
of the air. 

He finished ‘and said, ‘‘What 
do you think?” 

He plainly wanted an honest 
answer.

On Broadway Stage 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13. 
“THE UNSINKABLE MOLLY BROWN” contains a song 
Whose lyric goes—I’m quoting from memory but I think I’m 
right—‘Ta ta ta ta ta ta ta ta ta.” Great lyric, to be en- 
shrined along with that historic and now standard rock ’n’ 
roll lyric of “Witch Doc- 
tor’ which goes, “Ooo- 
ee - 00 - ah - ah - ting - 
tang - walla - walla - bing- 
bang.”” Of course “Ta ta 
ta ta ta” is not as cor- 
plex a lyric—hasn’t the 
poetry, the feeling for 
syllables like ‘‘Oo-ee-o00,”’ 
and so forth. Man can’t 
get his teeth into that 
lyric in the shower, which 
is the true test of a lyric. 
However, it is not the 
lyric that bothers me about 
that song. It is the melody. 
The melody goes — you 
must have heard Dinah 
Shore singing it on the 
radio or, failing that, on 
her own show on tele- 
vision—boom boom boom 
boom boom. If you find 
that description a bit dull, 
then you have caught the spirit of the melody precisely. 
Musically, I should say, it’s about on a par with “March 
March on Down the Field, Fighting for Eli” which we used 
to sing in the Yale Bowl because we were young and didn’t 
know any better. Coming in shortly is “Wildcat” with 
Lucille Ball, whose music is already being trumpeted all 

Over the radio. Same sort of music. Ta ta ta ta ta ta. 


JOHN CROSBY 


What we are doing in our musical theater is 
rediscovering the spirit of John Philip Sousa. If I 
were asked the precise moment in world history 
when this deplorable trend ignited, it would be the 
split-second ‘‘Seventy-six Trombones” hit the first night 
audience and set their pulse to tingling to a mood 
and a beat that has not been heard on Broadway 
since George M. Cohan’s “Over There.” 


*‘Man is a military animal, 

“Glories in gunpowder and loves a parade,” wrote Philip 
James Bailey. 

We certainly do. Practically every curtain in ‘The 
Unsinkable Molly Brown,” whose music was perpetrated by 
Meredith Willson, who also committed ‘‘The Music Man,” 
comes down on what sounds like a military band number. 
Oompah oompah oompah. Trombones and the blare of 
trumpets. 

I hasten to say that my blood tingles just as readily as 
the next man’s at this oompah oompah stuff. I get all-over 
goose pimples (on account of I’m emotionally immature) 
when a military band starts up. But candor and common 
sense compels me to recognize that musically this is pretty 
tinny stuff. Musically, in fact, that ta ta ta ta from 
“Unsinkable” and from ‘Wildcat’ is the equivalent of 
Garry Cooper wringing his cowboy hat in his hand and 
saying: “I realize, mam, I ain’t fitten to touch the hem of 
youah garment. I done some pretty bad things in my life— 
killings and all—but I just want you to know, mam. that 
si:ce I’ve met you, I’ve tried to be good.” Or to put it 
another way, it’s corn, man, corn. 

The military motif in dramatic music goes a long way 
back of ‘Music Man.” You might say Richard Wagner 
(he’s a sort of German Richard Rodgers, Mannie) was the 
first modern composer to learn the theatrical effectiveness 
of the military beat in dramatic music. (Look at it this 
way, Mannie. What is the pilgrim’s chorus in ‘‘Tannhauser’”’ 
but ‘“‘Seventy-six Trombones” with a Kraut accent?) 


The heavy beat—more suitable to marching feet than to 
dancing feet—is conspicuous in all sorts of forms of popular 
music today. It’s very evident in the arrangements of Bobby 
Darin’s songs. Ahead of Darin, Frank Sinatra was not 
above using the military blare of trumpets in his arrange- 
ments. (The difference between Darin and Sinatra is that 
where Sinatra has the complete bag of tricks, Darin seems 
to have only one style, one arrangement, and one trick, 
endlessly repeated.) 


On a different and lower level of popular culture 
there is the revival of Dixieland jazz. Not the best 
of it which is wonderful, but the most commercial 
aspects of it. The theme song of the squares now 
is “When the Saints Go Marching In,” which started 
as a funeral march and is still very much a march. 


It’s the Dixieland equivalent of “‘The Stars and Stripes 
Forever.” 


On the Broadway stage, Richard Rodgers first used 
(in modern times) the processional with enormous effective- 
ness with ‘‘The March of the Siamese Children” in ‘The 
King and I.” ‘Camelot,’ the new Lerner and Loewe musical, 
has some lovely processionals and lovely processional music. 
(My only complaint is that there are too many processionals 
in ‘‘Camelot.’’) 

In general, though, this invasion of Broadway by march- 
ing music, some of it on a level not much higher than 
that played at chowder and marching society picnics in 
my grandfather’s time, represents a crumbling of musical 
standards. Where are the marvelous musical complexities 
of George Gershwin in “Of Thee I Sing,’”’ or Jerome Kern’s 
lovely ‘‘The Cat and the Fiddle,” or Rodgers and Hart in 
“Pal Joey,’’ or Rodgers and Hammerstein in anything? 

Musically, our theater is retrogressing to a more primitive 


time and I can only hope this i- ~ temporary madness,

_ Christmas Fund ‘Cases’ Are People in Need 


Contributions Can Help a Baby, a Man Aged and Ill, a Boy Who Needs Glasses, Many Others

A TEEN-AGE GIRL needs 

plastic surgery to erase the 
scars of disfiguring burns. A 
year-old baby sleeps in a broken 
crib covered with ragged blank- 
ets. An 86-year-old man, lonely 
and ill, cannot afford carfare 
to a clinic. A studious boy might 
go on*to high school if he could 
have glasses to correct his poor 
eyesight. A laundress has hands 
too crippled with arthritis to 
support herself. 


These cases are among the 
“100 Neediest” in St. Louis. It is 
to help such individuals and 
their families that the Post-Dis- 
patch is co-operating with the 
Christmas Bureau of the Health 
and Welfare Council in bringing 
to the attention of its readers 
the suffering and privation ex- 
perienced by the community’s 
needy, 


Contributions to the tenth an- 
nual Post-Dispatch Christmas 
Fund will be distributed before 
Dec. 25. Every cent will go to 
the needy; not one penny will be 
used for administrative expense. 


Case histories of 100 of the 
community's neediest families 
and individuals have been au- 
thenticated and were taken from 
among thousands on the rolls 
of the 201 member agencies of 
the Health and Welfare Council. 

Cash gifts are emphasized be- 
cause dollars can be used to 
meet specific needs but gifts of 
any kind are most welcome. 

Last year contributions to the 
Christmas Fund totaled $30,321 
and the generosity of Post-Dis- 
patch readers helped some 15,- 
400 needy families and individ- 
uals on Christmas day and 
thereafter. 


Case 51 

Pauline could be a pretty girl. 
She has soft brown hair and 
large dark eyes. But she seldom 
smiles because part of her face 
is twisted and scarred from 
burns she suffered when she was 
little more than a baby. Left 
alone by her mother, Pauline 
played with matches; a neighbor 
who heard the child’s screams 
saved her life. There were other 
absences‘on the mother’s part. 
Then there came a day when 
she did not return at all. At the 
age of 4, Pauline was made a 
ward of the court and placed in 
a foster home. Confused and 
distrustful of adults, Pauline 
had a long struggle. Now 13, 
she is making a desperate ef- 
fort to adjust to a world in 
which she has known little but 
pain and heartbreak, but her 
progress is hampered by her 
disfigured face. She dreams of 
being “pretty like other girls.” 
She requires plastic surgery. A 
surgeon has. volunteered his 
skill but there are hospital costs 
which would have to be met. A 
gift of $100 for hospital care 
could change this child’s whole 
life, 


Case 52 


Mrs. W. worries about all 
her children. There are nine. 
All need shoes, except the 
year-old baby who spends 
most of his time in a broken 
crib playing among his tat- 
tered blankets. The father 
worries because he can no 
longer support his family. He 
does not mind that there is no 
money for the medicine he 
should be taking for an over- 
whelming combination of dis- 
eases — diabetes, arthritis, 
cardiac asthma, The family’s 
only income is a welfare al- 
lotment. Just about everything 
they possess is worn to rags 
including the children’s cloth- 
ing, towels, wash cloths, pil- 
lowslips and sheets, The older 
children sleep three in a bed 
for warmth. The worker on 
this case sums up the situa- 
tion: “These children do not 
even have a toothbrush.” A 
gift of $75 would purchase a 
few of the many things this 
family desperately needs and 
a basket of food would give 
them enough to eat at least 
on Christmas day. 


Case 53 
Mr. O. is 86, alone in the 
world, weary and enfeebled with 
age, but he never complains. 
His only caller is a visiting 
nurse who sees him twice a 


week to give care and treatment 
ordered by a clinic physician. 
On his old age assistance allot- 
ment, he pays his rent and what 
is left over he spends on food, 
buying carefully to obtain the 
maximum amount of nourish- 
ment. Too often there is not 
enough left for carfare to the 
clinic and Mr. O. skips the 
neéded visits. A donation of only 
$10 would pay Mr. O.’s carfare. 
for a while and aiso allow him 
to buy something extra in the 
way of food for his lonely 
Christmas dinner. 


Case 54 

Clifford is~%3, scholarly and 
ambitious. He wants to go on to 
high school but unless some- 
thing is done about his eve- 
sight, he may not even make 
the attempt. Clifford has needed 
glasses badly for a long time 
but his mother has been unable 
to buy them because the money 
she earns from her work in a 
factory is hardly enough to buy 
food and clothing for Clifford 
and his three brothers and sis- 
ters. While other’ children 
dream of toys and candy for 
Christmas, Clifford has asked 
only for glasses. ‘‘If I could see 
to study,” he says, ‘‘I’d find a 
way to go to high school.” 


Case 55 

Mrs. F. has worked all her 
life as a Jaundress. Now her 
hands are crippled with arthritis 
and she can no longer support 
herself. She struggles along on 
old age assistance but this pro- 
vides only the barest of necessi- 
ties, Recently Mrs. F. became 
ill. Unable to call for help, she 
lost consciousness and neighbors 
had to break the lock on her door 
to reach her. Mrs. F.’s greatest 
wish is to have a telephone so 
she can call for assistance when 
she is ill, but she is unable to 
save enough for the deposit and 
cost of installation out of her 
old age grant. Your gift of $31 
would allow Mrs. F. to have the 
telephone she wants more than 
anything else for Christmas. 


Case 36 

Joyce is an exceptional stu- 
dent and never misses school 
although her clothes are in de- 
plorable condition.

SOME PLAYS are hard for a 
declarer to. make because they 
run counter to instinct. It is not 
that such plays are difficult to 
understand; it is only that they 
are overlooked in practice. 

Here is a typical case where 
many declarers would go wrong. 
West leads a spade and South 
wins the jack with the queen. 
What should declarer do next? 

Well, it doesn’t really matter 


much what declarer does next 
because he can no longer make 
the contract. If he attacks dia- 
monds, East wins with the ace, 
returns a spade, and West's 
spades become established and 
defeat the contract. 


South’s error lies in winning 
the first spade trick. He should 
overcome the temptation to win 
the jack of spades with the 
queen. He can be sure of two 
spade tricks even if he ducks 
the jack. 


There is an important differ- 
ence between taking and refus- 
ing the jack because one makes 
the contract and the other loses 
it. South should treat his hold- 
ing of Q-10-x as though it were 
the K-x-x, in which case the 
hold-up on the first round is 
fairly automatic. Since the king 
of spades is marked on the first 
trick to be with West. South 
loses nothing by ducking the 
jack. 

The defense is then helpless. 
Suppose East returns a spade. 
South plays the ten and West's

Aging and Arteries 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

ABOUT A YEAR AGO I had a physical examination: 
Blood pressure low, but that’s a help, not a hindrance to 
me, Cholesterol too high, and hardening of the arteries had 
istarted. I was told to reduce 35 pounds, down to 150. I feel 
‘fairly good although I suffer from dizzy spells that I think 
‘are due to the low blood pressure. 
‘wonder about the hardening of the arteries. As this pro- 
‘gresses, what signs of trouble should I look for. I. am 57 
years old, MRS. C. W. A. 


FOR A WOMAN of 57, you sound as if you were probably 
about average, when you consider everything. Blood pressure 
low, but cholesterol high; arteries hardening some, but no 
unfavorable results of same. Weight obviously too high, 
but I assume that you followed orders and got rid of some 
of that excess baggage. 

Hardening of the arteries is something that comes to all 
of us, naturaily—just as our skin texture changes, and our 
,hair gets grayer, and we need glasses to read the fine print 
\in the telephone book, and we decide to go home at a sensible 
hour instead of staying at a party until dawn.

You are wise to reduce your weight—and keep 
it down. If your arteries are harder than they used 
to be, it’s net smart te put needless strain on them 
by being everweight. But don’t spend your time 
waiting for disaster to overtake you. I hate te be a 
killjoy, but maybe your arteries never will bother you. 

' To add two other quick points: Light-headedness may 
very wel] be due to low blood pressure. This frequently 
improves with weight reduction. And as for cholesterol levels 


(something we don’t wholly understand anyway) they can 


in most instances be reduced by weight reduction, or by 
other measures, mainly diet. Your doctor can figure out 
the best means for you. 


“Vitamin starvation” is possible even if you 
eat a lot.

ALEX RUNCIMAN, member 
of the production staff of KMOX.- 
TV, says age, education, family 
size, occupation and social back- 
ground determine what TV pro- 
grams we watch. 

Runciman’s study of viewing 
habits was done for his thesis in 
gaining his doctorate in socioio- 
gy at the University of Southern 
California. His survey gained 
considerable attention in the 
industry. 

Actually, three studies were 
made. The first, with the aid 
of the A. C. Nielsen Co., a re- 
search organization, was a sur- 
vey of 1200 homes, in which sex, 
age, educational status and oc- 
cupation were related to day- 
time and evening viewing. The 
second, made with the American 
Research Bureau, investigated 
the relationship between social 
class and program selection. The 
third study consisted of a sam- 
pling of 25 industrial leaders, a 
study which Runciman -found 
most interesting. 

Here are some of Runciman’s 
conclusions: 

Men prefer news programs, 
and the higher a man’s educa- 
tion, the more he prefers them. 

Women make up the majority 
of viewers of drama programs. 
Since drama usually deals with 
the domestic life or problems of 
persons in their 30s and 40s, 
women of this age group pre- 
dominate in the drama audi- 
ences. 

Suspense programs are fav- 
©red most by younger house- 
wives, and least by the older

ones. These types of programs 
also appeal more to those whose 
education doesn’t go beyond the 
high school level. 

Western programs are fav- 
ored by those who have some 


elementary or high school edu- | 


cation. At the college level, 
these programs show a drop 
in popularity. Among house- 
wives, the younger age group 
favors them. White-collar 
workers or semi-skilled work- 
ers, especially the latter, 
make up the bulk of the West- 
ern audience. 

Preferences for situation com- 
edy do not differ significantly. 
Only the families with more than 
one child show an increase in 
preference. Popularity for sit- 


uation comedy drops off at the |

Comedy and variety shows 
gain their viewers pretty much 
from all groups, except that the 
college-educated viewers show 
less interest than others. 

In general, Runciman found, 
people of the older age groups 
and in the top educational classi- 
fication use television more for 
information than entertainment, 
while those of relatively low edu- 
cational status prefer it for “en- 
tertainment and _ sensational 
news.”’ 

“The study among the 25 busi- 
ness leaders proved interesting,” 
Runciman says. ‘“‘Ages of the 


men polled ran from 42 to $1. All 
were collegé graduates. While 
most surveys show that the 
typical television fan watches 
TV an average of 35 hours a 
week, the average among these 
25 was about one-tenth of that— 
an average of three and a half 
hours. Two reported watching 


television 10 hours a week, and 
one said eight. Ten indicated 
complete indifference, or . only 
the mildest interest.” 

Among this group, Runci- 
man says, sports -had first 
preference. Then, in order, 
came variety programs, public 
service programs, situation 
comedies, Westerns and dra- 
mas. Quiz shows, science 
shows and movie re-runs were 
very low on the list. One said 
he “never watched it.” 


Runciman’s studies were made 
in the Los Angeles area, where 
for several years he was with 
station KNXT as producer, host 
and narrator of ‘Television 
Journal,” highlighting develop- 
ments in the fields of science, 
medicine and the arts.
